ment Tucker was calm, though his face 
wore a slightly troubled 
expression. 


His confinement in Jail had told upon 
his general appearance. Hla face was 
pale and his lips white. 
It was short- 


ly before 9.30 o'clock when Tucker ar- 
rived in the court room from the Jail 
Just across the street. 
He was hand- 


cuffed to two deputy sheriffs. 


District Attorney Sanderson briefly 


recalled that an 
Indictment alleging 


murder had been found by the grand 
Jury against Charles I*. Tucker 
and 


asked that he be arraigned. 


Clerk of Court Ambrose then read 


the indictment, -which affirmed 
that 


Tucker had stabbed Miss Page wJth a 
knife, and "That he did kill and mur- 
der her." 
While the declaration was 


being read Tucker Tvao standing with 
his right hand uplifted. 
The young 


man stood direct and his arm never 
wavered. AL- the end. he. said In. clear 
tones 
"Not 
gu\lty." Judge -Lawton 


naked the defendant 1C he had counsel 
and the latter answered that he had. 
At this point, James H. Vahey, the 
lawyer who represented Tu'cker In the 
district court of Waltham had a con- 
versation with his client and after- 
ward Tucker told the court that he waa 
without counsui.

pressure sufficient lo send a stream lo a reasonable distance. 
The disaster 


on the Slocum is fully as bad as the holocaust at 
the Iroqnols theatre In 


Chicago, except that death by drowning was nol quite so terrible as being 
burned alive. It calls equally for reforms that will make such catastrophes 
Impossible.

TAKEN FnOM THE WATER. 


NK\V YORK, June 1C.—The burning 


of the General Riorum wns one of the 
most appalling disasters in tho history 
of New York. It was tragic in its 
Immensity, dnuimtlc 
in its 


and deeply pathetic in the tender ago 
of most of its victims. 


By.the burning'of tho General Plo- 


cuin, a three decked excursion summer, 
the largest In these waters, more than 
600 passengers, tho majority of whom 
were women and children, were burn- 
ed to dfnth or drowned by Jumping 
overboard or by being thrown into the 
whirlpools by the lurching of the ves- 
sel.

the above estimate of the deaj will be 
x-ritied, for the authorities have used

cate oil who escaped.
